TAK AMHERST EXPLOSION. 
FATAL TAMPERING WITH BOILERS. 
‘Lhe report of the Board appointed. to in» 


Tqutre-into the cause ‘of the explosion of a 


boiler om board tha Amhers!, which took 
pleoe on, the 24th September, vhilst the 
vessel Was ou’ a voyage from Malacca to 
Sinyapore, Was made-to A, E, the Governor 
oo the Lith Inat, The report, whioh isa 
very long ddoument, narrates thé - facts of 
tho explosion ‘a6 oppenring in theevidenos 
taken .by ‘the Board, some account.of which 
we bove already published, -. Dealing with 
the oaues of tha explosion the Board ting that 
*The Chief Enginear and his agsiatant took 
out seven rivets oub of the flange of the 
duukey-boiler and removed them, badly 
punishing the fiange in so doing, and 
cracking it through the line of rivets, 
For sume reason or other that cannot be 
discovercd the compression ring had been 
taken frym the safoty valve, the valve was 
screwed bard down and an excessive and 
unascertained pressure was raised in the 
boiler, which caused the explosion,’ 

‘Lho Board state that it appears to them 
atrange that the aundition of the uptake flange 
was uot mectioned tuMr Mackie, the Superin- 
tending Engiover, on the 10th ult., four days 
, before the exphosiun, and thal they have 
sunciusively augertained that the etep valves 
; Couwentiog tlie muin and donkey boilers were 
closed at the explosiun, and that the condi- 
tivo of the safety valve was such that it was 
quite invperative and an anlimited preasure 
may have beea on the boiler, [no conclusion, 
Uey atute that it is ditflonit to fix the re. 
sponsibility for this disaster on any one but 
those. who met their death, neither can they 
be condemned. as their explanation is not to 
be obtained. —Free Press,

CHINESE TRADE, 


A Foreiga Office report, just issoed, don- 
tains a aummary of statements by Consuls 
atthe ya ious Ohinese ports, referring to 
which Mr N, BR. O’Gonor writes from 
Pokin, under date May 31 -—~ 

From these roporte it muy reasonably be 
ooneiuded that the pear 1893 waa a general- 
ly prosperous one, especially to the Ohinesa 
themaclves; but it bas shown a consider- 
sable dacrarse in trade at many, if nor most, 
‘of the open ports, and the decline in 
foreign imports isa serious and significant 
feature. Rviterated complaints come fran 
all parts respecting the want of better 
m ans of communication with the interior; 
but little prospect can be held out of tho 
opening of rivers, the construction of rail- 
ways, oe the muking of roads. An agree- 
j able aurprige is the expansion aud partial 
' recovery uf the tea trade, after the gloomy 
furebodings so pleatifully indulged in last 
yoor, when wa were generally given to 
understand thot the Ohina toa trade 
was inevitably deomed to almost imme- 
diate’ ruin und extinction, At many ports 
augtable incre.sa is recorded in the im- 
portation of sugar, both white and brown, 
produced for the most part by the Hong- 
kon, refineries. ‘The tasie of the Chiocse 
fo these articles sppears to have largely 
deveinped, and tha fact thas the imported 
quantity has generally more than dvubled 
during the past year points to a valunble 
gowth of trade in this particular Hne, 
With regard to the kerosena oil import 
tredy, it stall increases and forms » most 
important item of foreign trade. Tho 
importation of tank oil in bulk has com- 
menced, and will doubtless give a further 
stimulus to business in this direction as. 
sovn as definite regulations have been 
agreed upon between the Ohiness authori- 
Uva and the foreign represntativea inter- 
ested in the matter. The American ail is atl] 
almpat universally preferced to the Russian, 
except at Kiungchow, where’ the iatter is 
the favourite, aud ato few porte where two 
kinds stand on on equal fovting. The 
most serious decline in foreign imports is 
undoubtedly in 
Indian yarn, Such decline is noted 
at almost avery one of the porta 
vpon'o trade, We see Jipaneae cottons 
Lonstg Boglisa goede from the market in 
aoe paces, white in ochers even nalive- 
m.de cloth is preferred.

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CHINESE DELICACIES. 


‘Mr Fred. H, Balfour writes as follows from 
Bournemonth to the Spectator:—I have 
noted with some interest the ariticisma pastod 
on certuia articles of Chinese food by Dr 
Lansdell, whore work on.‘ Chinese Central 
Avia’ is reviewad in the Spectator of Sep- 
tember Bth. Preserved egga he strongly 
eondemns, speaking vf them as black and 
putrid. Putrid they certaialy are not, other- 
wise it would be erroneous to allow that 
they are ‘ preserved,’ They might be better 
described as pickled, unleas indead the pro- 
cess of pickling implies the uso of vinegar. 
The white turns to a.deep semi-tranaluoent 
green, while the yolk approachea a dark- 
reddish orange, and the flavour, to my taste, 
is by no meane bad, I donot know how 
the chicken, which Dr Lansdell seems to 
have jourd so.useatable, was prepared ; but 
thers in “one preparation, known as é'ung- 
tii chi, or * barrel chiokeu,’ which is simply 
del.wions, the flesh entting likea pound-cake, 
end being full of flevour, . This dish, which 
is always served cold and sligad, is much 
eaten at Nankiog, and probably in‘ether 
parts of Chins, ] have often tried to digoo- 
yer the process, but always unsuccessfully,
